(Editor's Note: We commend 
the following article to our read 
ois, one and all. It is broader 
than Raymond and district, but 
i t contains much food for thot, 
and is full of sugesaions for the 
remedying of our present con¬ 
ditions. Becausa it is so timely 
and well put. wo are reprinting 
it hero in full.) 

There is widely held the deep 
conviction that this and every 
country of tiie world needs a 
higher standard of living as an 
objective. The prophet Isaiah 
of old saw this need when he 
cried— “Lift up u standard for 
the people!” Men wanted then 
as men want now, some definite 
focus for their endeavor, some 
criterion and test of worth for 
their living. 

As leaders we must bo able 
to point the way from war to 
peace, from hatred and disetn 
tent to love and satisfaction, 
from the despair of unemploy¬ 
ment to the o port unity for in 
hpnest day's pay for an hone t 
day’s Walk, from poverty and 
wretchedness to happy hearts 
and homes. Of plenty there is 
an abundance. Why can it n t 
be distributed to the poor and 
needy ? What has liappenedc 
that makes ii impossible for 
men, able and willing to work, 
to secure the jobs they so des 
unratedv need? My own opinion 
is not that our capitalistic sy¬ 
stem has broken down but that 
its wheels have somehow be¬ 
come clogged. Possibly we have 
been working with a wrong 
standard as our objective. Can 
we lift up a standard of satis¬ 
factory living even in the fare 
of a shrinking income? Why 
should not some of us, who have 
had to face such an experience 
und who, because of the posi¬ 
tion we occupy in the commun¬ 
ity. are looked upon as among 
the leaders of the nation’s bus' 
l ess, not find the means of set¬ 
ting im a standard for happi¬ 
ness that other's might safely 
follow. 

Now, ns I think of these 
things certain aspects of the 
present day come to my mini. 

1 consider them to he sufficienr 
lv serious to refer to them in 
detail and to urge that by pre- 
re.';' and cx,<iiple business man 
*' r -uld commit themselves <o 
hi 1 ncr tha v.ceds in air corn- 
omie hfe. 

“This New Competition” 

First, let me refer to what 
some term this irew competi¬ 
tion which is in many ways so 
deadly. Recent statistics coy* 
cring several thousand actual 
cases reveal the startling fact 
lliut the uverugc life of maim 
factoring concerns is seven 
years, and of retail stores 7.1 
year* 11 the statistics are cor 
;wt that only 0 business men 
in a hundred are successful, 
i.vc.i benefit would coma to the 
rest of us is we could but ktu'v 
the causes for failure of the 
ether ninety-five. 

We are beginmug t > re .Vi e 
that if our competitor fuils that 
we too suffer from his failure. 
By the Lnited States refusing 
to take from England anything 
But gold for payment of he 
debts to the United States, and 
by Fiance refusing to take- 
goods in exchange for the g oda 
that Fnoldnd purchases from 
her, England, was forced off 
the gold standard. Tho result 
has been that these countries 
have lost millions of dollars in 
funds th-t tliov ha waned t, 
have in England at tho time 
•I’P wc-1 off the e-dd standard. 
These funds could not be g t 
out of England executing at a 
hiif.e sacrifice, Also, these coun¬ 
tries losi to Englrnd a Iar,e 
"fiare of their exnort hush c- s 
because cf England’s atilt/ to 


aoll moi l advantageously her 
products on a depreciated cm ■- 
ency. We seem to learn very 
slowly that in serving others 
we ourselves find prosperity. 

It will lie u great day whoa 
every country in the world 
tomes to realise that it may 
find prosperity through tho pioi 
polity of the other units. This 
realization would rewdt in the 
disappearance of misunderstand 
mg; causes of friction vvouli 
be removed; and thet e would 
lie far less liklihood of Wiw I r 
tween the world powers. 

We are too, I hope, coming 
to realize that tho world is a 
very small place. We can ignore 
no longer the calamities of oth¬ 
ers. These we must in same men 
sure share with the afflicted. 
If we in Canada are to rea h 
real and lasting success we 
must strive for the success and 
prosperity of every other part 
of the world. 

PREVALENT METHODS 
This pursuit of competition 
beyond reason lias led to three 
exceedingly unfortunate tenden¬ 
cies: (1) Price cutting, (2) The 
sale of shoddy merchandize, 
"lid, (3) Misleading advertb:- 
ing. As to price cutting I do 
not wish to be misunderstoond 
as advocating closed agreements 
in industries. Competition 
should be fair and open and bus 
iness should lie encouraged to 
produoe and to market at ti e 
lowest possible figure whcli 
allows for a reasonable profit. 
But cutting prices bedow cost 
c-f production is an utterly im- 
posible and unsound practice. It 
is achieved in part by substitut¬ 
ing puality goods by shoddy 
merchandize and by even mm 
dishonest methods such as pil 
ing up credits and then going 
into bankruptcy. I am told on 
good authority that a certain 
group of suppliers to a trade 
in one of our large cities ir 
supporting 1-2 million dollars 
in creditors whic will probably 
never be collected. Those who 
are (laying for their materials 
cannot of course compete with 
those who don’t and have no in¬ 
tention of doing so. In other 
cases rents are allowed to diag 
on. 

I know it is exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult sometimes to discern the 
true from the false but I feel 
that it is a responsibility for 
suppliers to watch their credits. 
That is one way in which dis¬ 
honest price-cutting can be stop 
ped. There is another effective 
means and it is that buyers 
should refuse to pare ,ass at 
a figure which they know to be 
impossible. I realize that the 
temptation is great but dishon¬ 
est price-cutting leads to noth¬ 
ing else than bankruptcy and 
economic ruin. I feel positive 
that no business man of stand¬ 
ing would wish to lie party to 
methods of business which nre 
utterly unsound and approach 
the scandalous. 

Misleading advertising is an 
accompaniment of unreasoned 
competition and at price-cutting 
too. It usually goes hand in hand 
with the sale of shoddy merch¬ 
andize. The Better Businerc 
Bureaux are doing invaluabl 
work to stop this malignant p.ac 
lice but it is of course extreme¬ 
ly difficult to overcome. 

NOT FOR LAWS 
When those unfortunate matt¬ 
ers are considered, it seems to 
out. Laws cannot cure those 
evils. The refusal of straight- 
mi .ted business men tc deal 
; -th those iv’.o are subversive 
in tactien will partially compen¬ 
sate. We require a more perman¬ 
ent solution and that solution 
lies o; !y in the hope that the 
ethical standards of business 
will Iki raised to a higher nlane. 
If the lea.teis will but set the 
example it will be followed. 
This is better than that they 
should meet the lesser fry cn 
equal ground. It does n t take 
a tiiief to catch a thief. Unright 
ness in business may be slow io 
influence but it is of lastirg 
value. 

Then it seems to me that 
there is room for an impvivr 
meat in our conception of tho 
term “for value received”. This 
thought so often expressed by 
the impression of a rubber 
stamp runs through the en»i c 
gamut of business life. We kn 
ow too well that value is n it 
always received nor is adepuate 
service rendered for the pay¬ 
ment mado.

I would strongly emphasize th;; 
y ning boys and girls employ ,1 
as they are at reduced rates 
have no right to be in industry 
There should be a noticeable 
tightening up of the law in 
some Provinces in this respe t. 

I have put these shortcom¬ 
ings from the angle of the < 
ployer’s responsibility. There i > 
also the employee’s responsibi 1 - 
ity of taking an interest in tl s 
work produced, of giving the 
best he can for the wages re¬ 
ceived, of avoiding unnecessary 
bodily risks and of co-operating 
in general with the managi- 
i cut. 

The Public Side of Business 

And in conclusion I won 
refer to another ethical respon¬ 
sibility of business men. It i 
that they should, it seems re¬ 
gard their positions of leader¬ 
ship as entailing duties of a 
public nature. While I may 
safely say that perhaps th 
majority of business leaders a; i 
interested in the public servi e 
works of the Chamber of Com- 
moce, there are many who 
r ein to feel they are either 
above such work or too busy 
for it. On the contrary, aChum 
lv>' of Commerce is only as ef¬ 
fective as the suport it receive 
It is not sufficient that fees 
should be paid. It is the actu 
work that counts and it is soma 
times amazing to consider how 
effective is the work of Cham 
hers of Commerce when t: a 
leaders get solidly and active! 
behind those movements which 
a e foi the general welfare of 
l.aUness and the people. Jlu.-.i- 
less can only get out of a 
Chamber what business men 
t'lcmselves put into it. 

Let us freshly grip a high 
idi.'.l in business. Let us raise 
our standards of responsibility 
as leaders. And I would end by 
quoting a striking passage from 
the valedictory adiess of a 
young lady named Miss Mar 
"Hiet Fisher from Red Jacket. 
Saskatchewan, a student at 
Regina College: 

Whatever our work may be, 
whatever path we choose, v. e j 
will live only by giving. We j 
have learned much, but v.hat! 
wo have receiv ed will be of j 
service only .as we pass it cn 
to others. We give of our tal- j 
enta, our energy, our ability; 
of our friendship, our syrnna-1 
thv and our understanding. No | 
matter what position we hold

their task was performed in a 
reasonable manner. 

On the conclusion of the sch¬ 
edules the Prime Minister mov¬ 
ed that the House go into comm¬ 
ittee of ways and means, who 
oupon A. A. Heaps, Winnipeg 
Labor Member, introduced an 
amendment relating to unem¬ 
ployment, in an effort to have 
t!ii3 subject discussed by the 
House.

In Introducing I 
amendment Mr. Heaps sai l in 
part: “Wo are going through a 
very severe crisis and. . . .when 
a condition such as this has pre¬ 
vailed for about three years, 

I do not think anyone will he 
bold enough to say it istempor- 
nry in character. . . . 

The people of this country a.e 
looking to parliament for re¬ 
dress; they have elected us in 
the hope that we may be able 
to improve conditions. . This 
line nploymei t I'robl. is one 
which this parlhi neot ought 
not to attempt to shelve; it is 
a problem which should l.e 
dealt with. . Aa a nation l be¬ 
lieve v - are today wealthier 
than ever before in our history. 
Jt i3 quite.true that paper for¬ 
tunes have disappeared but that 
does not mean that the real 
wealth of the country has dis¬ 
appeared. The real wealth cf 
the country lies in our factor¬ 
ies, workshops, warehouses and 
natural resources. It is only 
when tin so natural resources 
have applied to them the labor 
power of the peonle that.real 
wealth is produced, and toe’a 
we have! that in abundance, . . 
What should be the purpose of 
industry? In my opinion the 
purpose of industry should I 
primarily to satisfy the wants 
of the human beings within the 
community. But such is not 
the rase. Today the prima y 
purpose of industry is not to 
supply the needs of the human 
beings in the community hut lo 
pee that thos' who own the in- 
dust n , reap their rewards ant! 
pr<!b from them. If we have 
a surplus n all commodities 
and pco) le in other paits of the 
world are unable to consume 
these comr.icdilies that is no 
reason why cur Canadian peo¬ 
ple should do without the things 
produced within the Dominion.” 
Mr. Ilenpn listed eight sugge t- 
cd lines of cnouir/ o.i this sub¬ 
ject and hoped the givornmont 
would accept his amendment.

Tim Sneaker arid 
that in view of the lateness of 
the hour and the importance c 
the point of order 1m would re¬ 
serve his decision until the next 
day. On the opening - of the 
House the following day Do 
Speaker aimouei- d that in hir 
view the Pilnie M.i vster’s poi ii - 
was well taken and” the amend¬ 
ment was out of order. Hon. 
Mr. Lapointe, ex Minister tf 
Justice, appealed the decision

Conference agreements then 
took place, each on division. 

'• he first was on the agreement 
with Southern Rhodesia, in 
winch Hon. Mr. King and the 
majority ol his followed voted 
with tiic government, whicn 
brought, the “yeas” up to 105, 
with the "nays” standing at 16. 
There was considerable applau¬ 
se on the government side when 
the several Liberals added their 
votes to the “yeas”. 

The second agreement was 
with the Irish Free State and 
provoked considerable discuss¬ 
ion owing to some misunder¬ 
standing of the bill, but result¬ 
ed in a vote of 89 to 48, the lib 
orals voting “nay” on this ocas- 
sion. The agreement with So¬ 
uth Africa was ratified by 92 
to 48. The Liberal members 
explained their position on these 
votes bv saying that the treaty 
with Rtiodesia was merely n 
trade agreement not involving 
tariffs, while n the case ofthose 
with the Irish Free State and 
South <Africa the principle of 
tariffs was involved. 

The ratification of the treaty 
with the United Kingdom was 
then introduced but did not go 
through so easily. Many of the 
opposition members felt called 
upon to enter a final protest on 
this bill, and to explain them 
reasons for opposing it, which 
delayed the vote until the eve 
ning sitting. The division resul¬ 
ted as wa sexpected, 84 to 42, 
the Liberals and some independ¬ 
ents opposing while a few of 
the farmer group supported the 
government for reasons pre¬ 
viously given. 

Five divisions in one day was 
certainly a record, for some time 
at least, and a p-lance at the 
results will reveal the number

It is the intention of the 
government to call a conferen¬ 
ce of provincial government 
renresentatives during the 
Christmas recess to discuss all 
these matters, which are prob¬ 
lems of jurisdiction under the 
constitution. 

The Prime Minister a'so made 
the important announcement 
that the matter of unemploy¬ 
ment insurance would be tala n 
no at the Conference, in accor¬ 
dance with his former statement 
that the matter would he taken 
no whenever data in connect' - 
with the 1931 census was suff¬ 
iciently complete. Mr. Bennett 
said in part: 

“Any legislation that ms 
be enacted to deal with social 
insurance problems must have 
the support of the provincial 
authorities. I made that abun¬ 
dantly clear cn more than one 
occasion here, and I made that 
abundantly clear on more than 
one i ..cion here and it was 
agre ed t.i I think by eveiy mem¬ 
ber of the House who had 
taken the trouble to consider 
the oucstion.

TOO THIN 

We hear a great deal of Udk 
about the "dangers of overwei¬ 
ght after forty”. There is also 
danger in “underweignl before 
t.i.jvy”, which should not be 
fo- futten in this age of siend- 
cim-ss. 

There is no definite measure 
of normal weight. We know the 
average weight for sex, age 
and height, but averages arc 
net necessarily normals. The 
long-legged person with a slen¬ 
der frame may be below aver¬ 
age weight and still be normal. 
The average weights are a good 
guide however and the indiv¬ 
idual who is far from the aver¬ 
age should seek the cause. 

Under thirty years of age, 
weight that is definitely belt' 
the average is not desirable 
Tubercolosis sis frequently as¬ 
sociated With a run-down phys¬ 
ical condition, and underweight 
is a warning signal/ of such a 
condition. The younger person 
who is tod thin as iess power 
of resistance. 

Tuberrolosis cannot be cure l 
by simply adding weight to the 
body, but the chances of devel¬ 
oping the disease can be mip- 
i,ni:cd by having the body for¬ 
tified against ine germ of tu- 
l-.ercolosis. Resistance can be 
built up with adequate foot’, 
rest, fresh air and sunshine. 

It is in early adult years that 
tubercolosis reaps its largest 
harvest. Tuberculosis seldom do 
ve! ms in the halthy, well-nou¬ 
rished body. The early adult 
years arc particularly trying, 
for these years bring the phys¬ 
ical and mental strain of start 
»ng work, of marriage and the 
beginning of a new home. To 
this is added, in women, the 
strain of childbearing. The early 
■ adult years are the years wher 
' iiKi.it of us carry our heaviest 
physical and mental burden.
